Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “Harbor Maintenance

Trust Fund Reform Act of 20177,
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SEC. 2. REFORM OF SPENDING FROM THE HARBOR MAIN-

(a) IN GENERAL.

TENANCE TRUST FUND.

Section 9505(¢) of the Internal

Revenue Code of 1986 1s amended to read as follows:

“(¢) EXPENDITURES FROM HARBOR MAINTENANCE

TrusT FUND.—

“(1) REQUIRED DISTRIBUTIONS.

“(A) IN GENERAL.—In the case of any fis-

cal year beginning after September 30, 2017, so

merce related to the admimstration of sub-

maintenance tax).

“(B) APPLICABLE AMOUNT.—For purposes
of subparagraph (A), the applicable amount for
any fiscal year is an amount equal to the sum
of—

“(1) the amount of taxes received in
the Treasury under section 4461 for the
immediately preceding fiscal year, plus

“(11) any amounts credited to the
Harbor Maintenance Trust Fund under
section 9602(b) which is attributable to the
portion of the amounts described in clause
(i) that are deposited in such Trust Fund.
“(C) ALLOCATION OF AMOUNTS.—Of the

amounts available under this paragraph for any
fiscal year—

“(1) $5,000,000 shall be available for
purposes  described in  subparagraph
(A) (i),

“(i1) $40,000,000 shall be available

(A)(11), and
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“(111) the remainder shall be available
